He Is 
Friti Murdsche who over a num- 
tar of years was a Gestapo chief 
to Orleans. Journalists from the 
French television company 
France Riglona 3 have taken 
candid camera shots of a raeet- 
og with the criminal who now 
res In Frankfort on the Mata, 
wed Germany. 

Murdsche, who was sontenced 
5 In 1953 in France, is 
a«8ed on at least seven counts. 
He u guilty of the deportation 
'o Gartnany of 2, 130 French out 
of whom 1,159 were never to 
return, On Murdsche'a orders, 
«aiapo men shot dead or pu- 



shed alive down a well 36 peo- 
ple in the town of Herry near 
Bourses, On a farm near the 
town of La Fertfi-Saint-Aubln, on 
June 10, 1944, the Gestapo sur- 
rounded and shot dead 42 Resis- 
tance members, most of whom 
were aged from 17 to 18. 

Immediately after the war, the 
Journalists stress, Murdscho was 
saved like Barbie by the Amer- 
icans who refused lo extradite 
him to France. After the war he 
lived tn Frankfort on the Main, 
where ho was Brit appointed 
Judge and then became chief 
editor of the leading West Ger- 
man law magazine. In 1978, he 
was found by Serge and Beale 
Ktarefeld, two lawyers, who de- 
dicated themselves to searching 
out and exposing nazi criminals. 
They handed the results of their 
investigation to the Frankfort 
Prosecutor's office, and Murd- 
ache was “punished" by being 
made fa retire.

THROUGH THE EYES 
OF A RUSSIAN 
HISTORIAN 


Tha book "An Historical Des- 
cription of Georgia” which In 
the 19th century Introduced the 
progressive people In Russia to 
Georgia has heen published 
again. This basic work by the 
Russian historian Yeflmy Bol- 
khovitinov was Itrst published 
in St Petersburg in 1802, and 
has now been reproduced In a 
facsimile edition In Tbilisi, 

The book Is attractive not on- 
ly because It was In Its time 
llie only encyclopedia on Geor- 
gian history. Its author was the 
first man In Russia to study the 
art of Shota Rustaveli, Bolkhovi- 
tinov described the great poet's
